But fince it has been ufual to hear fomething from the 
Bench, previous to the vreseg rg Bufinefs, I am not 
willing entirely to difappoint as may expect the 
fame from me. I fhall therefore offer a few curfory 
Thoughts, which will very much influence my own 
Conduct, and I hope may not be improper, or un- 
worthy of your Confideration, and that of others who 
are to hear me, being intended for the Promotion. of 
the Publick Good in general, as well as to have a Re- 
ference to the Matters comprized within, or incidental 
to the Commiuflions, under which we are at prelent 
to act. 

The Bufinefs of all Courts, and the Reafon of their 
Eftablifhment, is the Execution of Juftice, which con- 
fifts either indeciding Conteits betwixt Party and Party, 
in Point of Property, or the Punifhment of Offenders 
who are profecuted at the King’s Suit, which lait is our 
immediate Province ; and without both, it is iumpoflible 
any Community fhould long fubfift, but the People 
whereof it is compofed, muit neceflarily {oon fal! into 
that Confufion and Diforder it was the Deiign of Laws 
to fecure Mankind againit, and to deliver them from. 
*Tis confequently for the Intereft of every Individual 
that ftri€t Juflice be done to all, and that the Laws be 
equally put in Force, without reipect to Perfons. This 
is what is preferib’d by the higheft Judicature, even 
that of Heaven itielf, and we are alfo bound thereto, 
by the ftrongeft Obligations and moft folemn Ties 
which Human Conttitutions are able to Jay us under, I 
mean that of an Oath, whereby we call God Almighty 
to witnefs our Intention to perform what we promife, 
and implicitly fubmit to be avenged by him, if we do 
not. As you, Gentlemen, are under this facred En- 
gagement to the faithful Difcharge of your Duty, fo 
you perceive, are we on the Bench, fo wil! all the 

tty Jurymen, as every one who is examin’d as an 

evidence will likewife be to declare the Truth; and 
God forbid we fhould hear of any wilful Breach of 
it! 

But I fhall leave thefe Things to the Confcience of 
every Chriftian, and proceed to obferve, that we have 
lately received the greateit Shock that ever did, or 
could well happen to this Ifland, in the Death of the 
late Lord Howe, our moft excellent and worthy Go- 
vernor, whilft he was in the Midit of his Endeavours 
to ferve it, and we were earneftly expecting the falutary 
Effects of his Zeal and good Offices for our Welfare. 
This I cannot help mentioning, becaufe I am humbly 
of Opinion there is only one Way left for us to prevent 
the worft Coniequences that might otherwife attend 
that fatal Accident, which is for all in Authority, ac- 
cording to their refpective Stations, inviolably to ob- 
ferve the fame fteady Maxims of Government, and up- 
right Rules of Juitice, which he conftantly praétifed, 
and which, I may venture to pronounce, it will be the 
Honour and Intereft of every one elfe to practife. It 
was this that rendered his Lordship f truly amiable, 
made his Life fo ufeful, and therefore fo univerfally 
defired, and his Death fo greatly lamented; and 'tis 
fuch a Behaviour alone, in tome Degree at leaft, that 
can fupport our Country, under the Difadvantages it 
is reduced to, on Account of the declining State of our 
Trade, the low Prices of our native Commodities, and 
other Difficulties not now to be enumerated.
